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Amendments to the Drawings 

The attached sheets of drawings include changes to 
Figures 2, 6, 10, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 21, 24, 25, and 29. 
These sheets of drawings replace the previously submitted sheets 
containing each of these Figures. The various changes are shown 
on the attached Annotated Sheets.

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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

The drawings and disclosure have been amended to 
overcome the various objections. 

Paragraph 0048 has been amended to describe the 
orientation of the pivot axis of the carrier relative to the 
elongate shaft. No new subject matter has been added as this 
relationship is clearly shown in the drawings. 

In addition, independent claims 1 and 11 have been 
amended to more clearly distinguish over the prior art. 

Former claims 1 through 3, 6 and 11, were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cowley United States 
Patent 431,107 in view of Carter United States Patent 2,679,770. 
In the rejecting claim 1, the Examiner refers to the elongate 
drive shaft 1 of Cowley and the implement receiving socket 7 at 
one end of the drive shaft. It is respectfully submitted that 
the socket 7 is part of the holder 5 and is not part of the drive 
shaft 1. Figure 2 clearly shows that the implement' is received 
and retained by the control nut 8 and the drive shaft does not 
have an implement receiving socket as required according to the 
present claims. 

The secondary reference of Carter operates on an 
entirely different basis and essentially is not compatible with 
the primary reference. Once again, the drive shaft 10 of Carter 
does not include a drive socket for engaging the implement as 
required by the present claims and furthermore, the action of 
installing the implement and the method of attaching the 
implement to achieve the desired movement between a storage 
position and an in-use position is entirely different. 

In amended claim 1, an additional limitation has been 
added with respect to the particular cooperation between the 
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implement receiving carriers and the implement receiving collar. 
Each of the implement receiving carriers is slidably and 
pivotally supported in the implement receiving recess and is 
movable between the storage position and the in-use position. 
This particular arrangement for supporting of the implements and 
positioning of the implements for engagement with the drive shaft 
is not found in either the primary nor the secondary reference. 
In fact, each of these references teaches away from this specific 
combination. 

It is noted that neither of these references operate on 
the basis of a sliding and pivoting movement of an implement 
receiving carrier relative to the collar as the implement 
received in the carrier is moved from the storage position to the 
in-use position. 

Independent claim 11 has also been amended to clarify 
that each implement receiving carrier at least and pivotally 
mounted to the collar for movement between the storage and in-use 
position and additionally defines the offset perpendicular 
orientation of the pivot axis of each carrier relative to the 
elongate drive shaft. 

In light of the amendments made with respect to claims 1 
and 11, and the arguments with respect to the primary and 
secondary reference and the failure of these references to meet 
the requirements of the claims, it is submitted that the 
additional reference of Holland United States Patent 6,053,675 
does not overcome the deficiencies of the primary and secondary 
references. In light of the arguments and amended claims, it is 
submitted that each of the dependent claims is also allowable. 
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In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of 
the application is requested.
